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What, you never saw 
a guy in a wheelchair 
crowd-surf Lolla before?

Partway through his Lollapalooza set Satur- 
day, Kendrick Lamar stopped his show mid- 
song. 

“Look at that dude in a wheelchair! This is 
your moment,” Lamar said. 

That dude was 35-year-old Chicagoan Rick 
Guardino. He and another fan, both in wheel- 
chairs, were hoisted up and crowd-surfed to 
the stage, where they watched the rest of the 
show in the pit directly beneath the rapper. 

“It was exciting. It was amazing. It was 
thrilling. I was thinking, ‘My life is crazy and 
fun at the same time,’ ” Guardino said in an 
interview at his downtown apartment. 

Born with cerebral palsy Guardino has 
used a wheelchair most of his life and had 
neck surgery last fall. Last year he watched 
the sold-out Chicago music festival from the 
handicapped platform. But this time he was 
determined to be part of the crowd and take 
in the sets with the throngs of other fans. 


“I see people crowd-surf all the time, but 
never nobody in a chair,” Guardino said. ‘At 
first my other friends said, 'No, that’s not a 
good idea,’ but I only get to live once, so I 
said, ‘Let’s go.’ ” 

At the Nine Inch Nails set Friday night, a 
friend floated the prospect with Guardino, 
nicknamed “Rollin’ Rick.” He locked the 
brakes on his wheelchair, braced himself and 
“held on for dear life,” he said. Instead of go- 
ing up and then back to the ground like he 
expected, Guardino got carried all the way 
to the front by fans, where event staff placed 
him in the pit. 

After that success, Guardino went on to 
crowd-surf his way to the front of Lamar’s 
show, the 2 Chainz show, Phoenix’s headlining 
set and Dog Blood’s performance, where he 
said he almost did a somersault, nearly hang- 
ing upside down at one point. Lamar halted 
his performance as Guardino’s legs were up in 
the air, he said, allowing him to safely move to 
the front before finishing the song. 

His mother, who also lives in Chicago, text- 
ed him “Why?” upon hearing the news. 

He intends to come back to Lollapalooza 
next year, when he’d love to go surfing again.

Jake Johnson knows how to clean a taproom 
keg with a keg washer, and he has the folks at 
Revolution Brewing to thank. 

When a film crew last year took over the 
Northwest Side brewery for two weeks to 
shoot “Drinking Buddies,” a rom-com about 
a brewery they wanted it to feel true to life. 
So they kept Revolution Brewing’s signs in 
the shots, and enlisted the brewers to help 
the actors like Johnson work the equipment. 
In exchange. Revolution got a filming fee and 
priceless minutes of screentime in the film 
that could, when it comes out Aug. 23, elevate 
the brewery’s brand recognition far beyond 
its Midwest home. 

With more and more TV shows and movies 
filming in Chicago, it’s a calculus that makes 
sense for many local businesses, which have 
been willing to close up shop for days or months 
for the chance to take part in potentially iconic 
film scenes. The endeavors are paying off for 
Chicago at record rates. In 2012, film and TV 
productions generated close to $184 million in 
spending here, according to Rich Moskal, di- 
rector of the Chicago Film Office. 

Aimee Quinkert, Revolution’s marketing 
manager, said she was apprehensive at first 
when a “Drinking Buddies” producer and 
Revolution pub regular approached her about 
filming there. But she came around when she 
saw how the film would try to showcase the 
independent spirit of craft brewing. 

“In the craft beer world, a lot of people 
want to keep things exclusive and elite,” she 
said. “But it was a very community-run op- 
eration. None of the actors drove the forklift 
or did the strenuous labor, they used our em- 
ployees. It felt semi-biographical.” 

The movie’s wardrobe designer even took 
cues from Quinkert’s personal style for Ol- 
ivia Wilde’s character, right down to the cloth 
friendship bracelet she wears on her wrist in 
the movie poster. 

“She wears black Ray-Bans like I do. I wear 
Vans; she wears Chuck Taylors, but they really 
mimicked my look and my style,” Quinkert 
said. “Her job is kind of like my job. Her office 
is my office.” 


Chicago’s star isn’t just rising in the rom- 
com world. Several movies, including the 
adaptation of the young adult novel “Diver- 
gent” (July), the Wachowski project “Jupi- 
ter Ascending” (July/August) and the fourth 
“Transformers” movie (August/September), 
have been shooting or are scheduled to shoot 
in the city this summer. 

Any one of them could bring more tourism 
to the city according to people who work in 
the film industry 

In many cases, film buffs wiU seek out local 
sites for years after a movie is released to ask, 
“Is this the place where they shot that fight 
scene in ‘Transformers’ or ‘The Dark Knight’? ” 

Dan Maloney a buyer and floor manager for 
Reckless Records in Wicker Park, said people 
still come by the shop asking if it was “Cham- 
pionship Vinyl,” the record store in the 2000 
movie “High Fidelity” He teUs them they’re 
not far off The fictitious record store scenes 
were shot in an empty storefront a few blocks 
away with some merchandise borrowed from 
Reckless Records. 

“It’s kind of a cult movie, and it still has legs 
as far as people interested in the folklore of 
it,” he said. ‘And they did borrow a bunch of 
our record shelves.” 

Paul Tuzi, co-owner of Twin Anchors, an 
80 -year-old bar and restaurant in Old Town 
that has played host to film crews from “The 
Dark Knight” and “Return to Me,” said being 
part of the movies has added to the restau- 
rant’s history and brought it name recognition. 

‘As {the camera} shoots down the bar you 
can read Twin Anchors backwards in the 
window of our establishment, it’s actually 
identifiable in ‘The Dark Knight,’ ” he said. 
“Someone like Budweiser or Coke would pay 
thousands of dollars, or I don’t know how 
much, for a few second appearance in a film— 
we got that for free.” 

Tuzi also has mementos to the experiences 
hanging in the bar, including a photo of Aaron 
Eckhart, taken by the restaurant’s surveil- 
lance system, holding a gun as he plays the 
district attorney-turned-villain Harvey Dent. 

Twin Anchors has appeared in two films, 
but Tuzi estimates the bar has been scouted at 
least 28 times by some of the two dozen loca- 



tion scouts based in Chicago, who help pro- 
duction companies find places to film. 

Patrick Muldoon, a location scout and 
manager working on “Jupiter Ascending,” 
spends days driving around the city looking 
for quirky spots, like abandoned housing proj- 
ects or warehouses. 

He said he usually gives directors at least 
10 locations to choose from for each scene, 
whether they’re looking for a bar, a church or 
a penthouse with a lake view. If a location gets 
picked, he said, it’s because the directors can 
envision their characters actually living there. 

“Directors will always talk about how they 
develop characters in their mind, so we don’t 
know what they’re necessarily thinking, but 
they’ll know it,” Muldoon said. “They take 
a look and say, ‘Oh yeah, Johnny would defi- 
nitely live here, this is a place where Johnny 
would hang out.’ ”

Earlier this year she landed a cov- 
eted slot opening for Iron & Wine, 
and she has spent recent weeks 
embroiled in recording sessions 
alongside members of Tortoise at 
Steve Albini’s Electrical Audio. 

“It’s definitely humbling,” said the 
Wisconsin-born musician otherwise known as 
Nina Eerraro, who relocated to Chicago three 
years ago. “It feels great to be working with 
people I admire so much.” 

While it might appear success has come 
quickly to Bonzie, who will celebrate the 
release of her fiill-length debut “Rift Into the 
Secret of Things” with a concert Aug. 15 at 
Schubas, she’s actually been performing in and 
around the city since she was 12 years old, land- 
ing gigs everywhere from Beat Kitchen to the 
Taste of Chicago. 

By phone from her home in the north 
suburbs, the fast-rising singer discussed her 
decision to adopt a stage name, the power of 
dreams and whether she can be trusted with a 
secret. 


I read that early on you used to tell people 
you were doing covers when you were actu- 
ally performing originai materiai. 

Yeah. I did that for a while. I started writ- 
ing when I was 10, and I wasn’t sure what 
people would think of it— especially my 
family My mom always used to tell me that 
music is a hobby, not a job. Nobody in my 
family was really an advocate for {music} ... 
so I didn’t know that what I was doing was 
OK or made sense. I would tell people they 
weren’t my songs so I didn’t have to have 
my identity connected with whatever I was 
playing. 


Does that explain why you chose to adopt 
the stage name Bonzie? 

^ah. Bonzie is a word I’ve had with me for a 
long time. I performed for several years un- 
der my own name, but I didn’t like the feeling 
of it. There was something about it that felt 
egotistical to me, and music was never that 
sort of pursuit. Bonzie feels a lot better to 
go under, not only because it’s a pseudonym 
but also because it doesn’t subscribe to a lan- 
guage. There isn’t a conventional definition 
of Bonzie, and it’s more something where I 
can become its meaning. 


How would you define the word at this point 
in your career? 

It’s basically a combination of syllables and 
sounds that looks and sounds interesting. It’s 
more like an abstract idea. 

You titled your debut “Rift Into the 
Secret of Things.” Are you good at 
keeping a secret? 

I think so {laughs}. If somebody tells me 
something in private, I usually keep it to 
myself 

You adopted the title from a passage in 
Henry David Thoreau’s “Waiden.” How do 


you think you’d handie living in seclusion? 

I think I would really like it. I’ve always sort 
of been drawn to being on my own. I write in 
seclusion, and I make songs when I’m alone. 
It’s an interesting concept to put yourself in 
his shoes. 

On the song “Data Blockers,” you sing about 
“dreams on rotation.” Have you had any 
recurring dreams iateiy? 

Not lately, which is kind of different for me. 

I usually have recurring dreams that last for 
a month or so. Maybe since I’m so busy with 
the album release right now I haven’t had any 
time for recurring dreams {laughs}. 
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Whafs the most vivid recurring dream you 
can recall having? 

They’re usually very abstract, and it’s usually 
not something I can verbalize. But I had one 
recurring dream where there were these dif- 
ferent colored instruments and you couldn’t 
see any detail. Everything was just a shape 
and a full block of color. Maybe I was trying 
to tell myself something? Maybe sometimes I 
pay too much attention to detail. 

In “Catholic High School” you list a num- 
ber of things you don’t trust [politicians, 
religion, etc.l. Is there anything you trust in 
without question? 


I think you can trust in your instincts. I 
just think sometimes our perceptions are 
misguided because of things we’re used to, 
but usually our instincts are right on about 
things. 

Can you recall a time you followed your 
instincts and it didn’t turn out for the best? 

I’m sure it’s happened before [laughs]. I’m 
not always right about things — I don’t think 
anybody is— but for the most part it’s been 
OK, and I haven’t gotten into too much 
trouble yet. Knock on wood.

Claims to fame: Barnes & Noble Discover 
Great New Writers Award-winner for forth- 
coming essay collection, “Meaty;” founder 
of Guts & Glory reading series; blogger at 
Bitches Gotta Eat 

Got her start: “My friend Alan was co-host- 
ing the ‘Sunday Night Sex Show’ and he was 
like, ‘You’re not shy. Why don’t you write a 
story about sex and come read it to us.’ And 
I was like, ‘Well, I gotta think of the grossest, 
weirdest sexual experience I’ve ever had.’ 

So I wrote about it [laughs]. And then I was 
like, ‘Oh, OK, I think I could read this in front 
of people.’ ” 

She’s a nerd because: “I have probably too 
deep of a knowledge of WWE [laughs] It’s 
awesome to me, but sometimes when I tell 
people, it’s like, ‘That’s why you don’t go on 
any dates-’cause you talk about, like, wres- 
tling [laughs].’ ” 

She’s a badass because: “I can’t [bleep]- 
ing fight, but I negotiated with a crack- 
head once to keep him from stealing my 
Dave Matthews Band CD, which is both the 
most and least gangster thing that has ever 


happened. I was like, ‘Are you really gonna listen 
to the Dave Matthews Band? What, ‘Satellite’ is 
your jam?

Her story: “I’m going to read some new things 
from my book that’s coming out in September.” 


DANA NORRIS 

Claim to fame: Founded Story Club live lit 
series in 2009 

Got her start: “I was taking non-fiction cer- 
tificate classes at the University of Chicago 
Graham School and signed up for this class 
called Writing Out Loud taught by Brigid 
Murphy. She used to do the Milly’s Orchid 
Shows at the Park West and those were 
huge-David Sedaris used to read at those. 
She encouraged me, but all the open mics 
that I was finding were for stand-up, poetry, 
musicians. I would go there with my stories 
and I wouldn’t fit. [Laughs] And so, I was tell- 
ing her, ‘I’m having problems finding a ven- 
ue,’ and she’s like, ‘Well, then, just make one. 
We need a new generation of producers.’ 

She [put] me in contact with people to get a 
space, and in 2009, 1 started Story Club.” 

She’s a nerd because: “I geek out about any 
sort of new neuroscience finding. And I’m 
working on my thesis right now for my MFA 
and doing research into Nordic myths, differ- 
ent versions of Loki.” 

She’s a badass because: “I can walk up to 
a microphone at any given time and hold it 
down. I can go up there with no notes and 
just make it happen.” 

Her story: “I went through a bad breakup. I’d 
never really dated before, and I was 29 years 
old. And I’m like, ‘Well, let’s start dating!’ I 
treated it like a part-time job and I went on 
71 Internet dates. And I will be talking about 
a series of those with a specific gentleman- 
and what happened.” [Laughs.] 



SHANNON CASON 

Claim to fame: The Moth GrandSLAM 
champion; featured on NPR’s “Snap 
Judgment” 

Got his start: “I was writing fictional short 
stories-which I still love to do-and I went 
to Story Club. I saw [Dana Norris] just tell 
a story without notes about a jazz club in 
New Orleans. And then, I went to The Moth, 
and I saw they were doing the same thing 
Dana was doing. I put my name in the hat 
the following week and I won.” 

He’s a nerd because: “I’m a nerd and I’ve 
always been that. I was captain of the [high 
school] basketball team but also was a 
National Honor Society guy. Comic book 
collector when I was a kid; read a lot; avid 
library-goer. I ride my bicycle places- 
[laughs]-and the fact I said ‘bicycle.’ ” 

He’s a badass because: “When you fail in 
life as much as I have, you get to a point 
where you have an ‘I don’t give a [bleep]’ 
personality. I had a divorce, business fail- 
ure, laid off from jobs, foreclosed home, 
situations with custody. After awhile, you’re 
just like, ‘What else can you throw at me?’ 
When you’re figuring out where you’re 
going to live next month, I could care less 
about having the audience looking at me. 
That’s not scary to me anymore [laughs].” 

His story: “It’s going to be a blend of both 
[fiction and non-fiction], looking at inter- 
esting people who I might have grown up 
with, but then just thinking about them 
in different ways. I like the soulfulness of 
the shoe-shine man. ... A preacher man is 
always interesting to me, too, because they 
work off a calling and they’re salespeople.

less girl clearly in need of a support system. 
Boom: The “Millers” are ready to become 
international drug smugglers. 

Sudeikis (a former Chicagoan) finally has 
found a big-screen starring role that doesn’t 
force him to overshadow his charm with 
smarm. As David, he’s witty and defensive 
but doesn’t come off like the arrogant 
D-bag of “Horrible Bosses” and ‘A Good 
Old Fashioned Orgy” 

More importantly, “We’re the Millers” 
just plain delivers in the laughs department, 
often with randomness that still fits the 
characters. After failing to romance a young 
girl, Kenny hugs her and advises, “Watch 
out for bears;” it’s well-played gags like this 
that help the film overcome cheap plot 
gimmicks like a family member’s spider bite. 
Unfortunately, “Millers” also has the honor 
of becoming the latest in a long string of 
films that depict all married men as claus- 
trophobic and miserable. That narrative 
needs to stop. 

And, because Denver strip clubs don’t 
routinely employ dancers in their mid-40s 
(so I’ve heard), it must be acknowledged: 
Aniston’s performance and physique will 
catch the eye of viewers of any gender or 
persuasion. I mean, barely- there lingerie. A 
shower. Enough said. 


Road comedies can 
go wrong in so many 
ways. Look at last 
year’s “The Guilt 
Trip,” which star 
Seth Rogen essen- 
tially has disowned: 
The characters 
were crummy travel 
companions, and 
broad stabs at humor 
swung hard and 
usually missed. As 
Rogen said, “We shot 
that movie in the 
format that plays on airplanes only” 

In “We’re the Millers,” however, a fake 
family’s wild, drug-smuggling RV excur- 
sion becomes occasion for a funny trip with 
people who are fun to hang with even when 
they squabble. Small-time drug dealer David 
(Jason Sudeikis) learns a time-honored 
industry lesson: If someone steals your 
inventory, it’s on you to make it up to your 
boss. So David has no choice but to take the 
opportunity when his boss (Ed Helms), an 
old college pal who finds glee in being hor- 
rible, offers David a pardon if he retrieves 
“just a smidge” of marijuana from Mexico.

Jennifer Aniston and 
Jason Sudeikis make 
for one odd couple

NEW YORK When Jennifer Aniston heard last 
month that Jason Sudeikis was exiting “Sat- 
urday Night Live,” she sent the comic actor 
a text. “So sad you’re leaving— selfishly— but 
good for you. An enormous life awaits,” she 
wrote. 

“Brace yourself for what the next year will 
feel like,” the actress said to Sudeikis over 
coffee last week. Aniston had retired her sig- 
nature persona, “Friends” mainstay Rachel 
Green, after more than a decade, and she knew 
there was a tendency to underestimate the 
feelings involved. “It’s an empty gaping wound 
that creeps up and hits you out of nowhere,” 
she continued. “Abu suddenly don’t have the 
structure and the family” 

Sudeikis nodded. “But at least when you 
stopped, you guys shut down the show I’U be 


down the street Tuesday night, which is the 
hardest night at ‘SNE— writing night— phan- 
tom-typing on my desk,” he said. 

New beginnings are on the minds of both ac- 
tors as they prepare for the release Wednesday 
of their comedy “We’re the Millers.” Sudeikis, 
37, and Aniston, 44, each play lost souls— he a 
down-on-his-luck pot dealer and she a strug- 
gling stripper— who enlist a pair of teenagers 
(Emma Roberts and Will Poulter) to pose as 
a fake family so they can smuggle a stash of 
drugs from Mexico in a get-rich-quick scheme. 

The film thrusts Sudeikis into a new light. As 
he prepares to leave the NBC show on which 
he’s toiled as an actor and writer for the last 10 
years, he is tackling a lead role in a Hollywood 
movie for the first time, toggling between a 
chirpy fake suburban dad and rough-around- 
the-edges arrested adolescent. 

Aniston is experiencing her own shift. After 
going against type with a supporting part as a 
sexually aggressive dentist in 2011’s “Horrible 
Bosses,” she pushes further here with a lead 
role involving, among other things, an elabo- 


rate exotic dance in lingerie to get her fake 
family out of trouble. 

“I’m always fighting the ‘Is this like Rachel?’ 
hanging over my head,” Aniston said. 

Sudeikis and Aniston offer contrasting co- 
medic styles— he the Second City veteran and 
improv master, she the star of a long-running 
multicamera sitcom. Though that might seem 
like a wobbly combination, the pair said it 
proved a good mix on “Millers.” 

Sudeikis would draw often from his back- 


ground to line up a series of quick-hit improvs. 
Aniston’s comedy meanwhile, is far more low- 
key— to some critics, even generic. 

But those who worked on this movie said 
she brings her own skill to balance Sudeikis’ 
comedic rat-a-tat. 

“There’s something incredibly difficult 
about taking a written line and making it seem 
like the most natural thing in the world,” di- 
rector Rawson Marshall Thurber said. “I don’t 
know if Jen gets enough credit for that.”
